If a dollar h a v 
more purchasing power of com 
modities at one time than it does at 
another, its value has increased, 
is the meaning of the word 
when applied to money.

The Secretary ol the Treasury, how- 
ever, redeemed them in gold alone. 
By the Sherman law of 1S00 the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury was command- 
ed to purchase monthly 4,500,000 
ounces of silver, and to issue therefor 
Treasusy notes redeemable on demand 
iu gold or silver coin at the discretion 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. Sot- 
,rics Foster and Carlisle both dis- 
[linated against silver, aud paid 
gold in redeeming Treasury notes. 
When the bankers and speculators had 
cornered gold President Cleveland is- 
sued $202,000,000 worth of bonds and 
sold them to the bankers at their own 
price, whereby they pocketed a profit 
of #8,000,000 to .10,000,000. Congress, 
however, true to its uniform policy of 
the past, refueed to make those bondi 
payable in gold, alone. In the face of 
this action of Congress, the Adminis- 
•ation is paying out gold aloue Joi 
reenbacksjand Treasury notos, but at 
there is a Presidential election in No- 
vember, the Now York banks have 
igreed to let up until that time. They 
are afraid that another issue of bonds 
this time would provoke such a 
storm of popular indignation that they 
would neverjagain havo an opportuni- 
ty to tloece the Government.

Answer.— The standard silver dol- 
lar is an unlimited legal lander to any 
amount except where the contract 
calls for payment in a particular kind 
of money. This discrimination 
against silver money was introduced 
by the Blaud-Allisou bill of 1878. 
The silverites will abolish this dis- 
tinction if successful iu this year's 
election, and will treat silvet aud gold 
exactly alike, as was done from the 
foundation ot this Government up to 
1873.

Harvesting Kaffir Corn- 

As soon as the seed begins to glaze, 
begin to cut and shock. Make the 
ihot'ks 16 rows wide and the same 
distance in length. Balance it well, 
for the seed is so heavy lhat it will go 
down easily. I like very large shocks 
aud have never had any difficulty in 
getting them to cure well. Unlike 
ludiau corn it does not dry up and 
shed its blades iu a few days, but will 
stay in good condition for cutting 
four to six weeks. One man can do 
his chores, keep his farm going, and 
single-handed cut and shojk all the 
kaffir corn he can plant and cultivate. 
After it is well cured, stack it or 
house it as you would ordinary corn 
fodder, or let it stand in the field until 
wanted for use. Prepare a rack in the 
feed lot aud feed it as hay. It is not 
necessary to thresh it. Feed stalk 
and seeds, letting the hogs and chick- 
ens follow the cattle . It li 
Ideal feed as can be found in any one 
feed, and is quite desirable in thai 
an can raise the entire crop him- 
self. If it is desirable to separato the 
seed from the fodder, run the , stalks 
through a threshing machiuo after re- 
moving all but one row of concave 
teeth. Tho grain will come out at 
clean as wheat, and the fodder it 
shredded .—American Agriculturist

Pronounce the word "Siberia" in 
the presence of the pupils of our pri- 
mary schools or of a number of 
Frenchmen, and immediately their 
imagination evokes a most formida- 
ble heap of mountains of ice and 
plains of snow, infosted by gigantic 
white boars ; in fact, a kingdom of 
terror and of death. But that, in 
reality, is onlv the very smallest por- 
tion of Siberia. The rest of it con- 
tains the most fertile lands in the 
world, with forests in which all tho 
people in Europe might go astray and 
be lost, and mines containing treasures 
compared to which those of Golcouda 
would be small indeed. 

But this wonderful country has re- 
mained up to the present time as little 
known to the civilized world as if it 
were in another planet, for it was no 
less inseeeo'ible and impenetrable, 
practically speaking, than the plains 
of Mars or the mountains of the 
moon. But a great change is near at 
hand. Before the eud of five or six 
years, when the means of communica- 
tion which are now establishing shall 
be placed at the disposal of science, 
labor, and capital, there will be a rev- 
olution In the present economic do- 
main whose extent and eousequences 
nobody can now foresee. Certainly 
it will produce great benefits, because 
it will bring to the service of the hu- 
man race incalculable riches and nat- 
ural resources which have lain idle 
since their formation ; but it will 
change so profoundly the existing con- 
ditions of productions, of exchangee, 
aud of values that one cannot nieae- 
ure the immense effect of such a pow- 
erful cause. 

It should be remembered that Sib- 
eria is not the only region In the Rus- 
sian empire destined to bring out new 
aud abundant riches. Although in- 
fiuitely smaller in extent, the region 
ot the Caucasus will certainly have iti 
share iu the development of Russia as 
soou as it is penetrated and fully ex- 
plored. This legendary land which

"There is grave danger in the unqualified ndoption of the 
gold standard. For, as silver has been taken out of Europe's 
coinage, the demand for gold has enormously grown, and grown 
in a proportion much greater than the supply. Measuring both 
metals by the standard of commodities, it is substantially true to 
say that 'gold has appreciated much more than silver has depre- 
ciated.' In the silver-using countries silver will buy almost as 
mifch of everything except gold as it would ten or a dozen years 
ago, and this fact sustains the demand for 'cheaper money.' The 
advocates of the gold standard allege that the value of gold is 
intrinsic, and that a certain quantity of gold bullion having a 
fixed value should be the standard of exchange. This would be 
all well enough if any one were able to insure that the supply of 
gold would continually increase in ratio with the increasing de- 
mand for it caused by a growing population and commerce. But, 
as a matter of fact, it is decreasing in that ratio, and therefore a 
man who ten years ago contracted a debt which migiiL then have 
been discharged with a thousand bushels of wheat, must to-day 
pay many more than a thousand bushels to get himself free. 

"The meaning of this is clear. The capitalist can increase 
his wealth by simply converting it into gold, putting it in a 
vault and holding it idle for a series of years. At the end of ten 
years it will buy more provisions and more labor than it would 
when he stored it. As the supply of gold contracts everybody 
must work harder to get it. 

"It is plain that a debtor is entitled to discharge his obli- 
gations for u value precisely similar to that he originally obtain- 
ed. He cannot do this if the money in which his loan is com- 
pulsively payable increases between the date of its making and 
the date of its payment. Measured in gold all obligations have 
thus increased in a very short period of time. The creditor class 
enjoys, therefore, a vast advantage over the debtor class. The 
men who work for a living and who consume (heir earnings year 
by year are placed in a most unfair position.''

Mrs. Fauuie Gossett, aged 93, died 
at the home of her son, ex-Chief J 
tice W. II. Holt, in Frankfort on 1 
Suuday morning. 

Mrs. Gossett wa3 one of that class 
of noble Christian women that li 
the impress of their lives upon 
community, not by any noisy den 
stratious, but rather by a quiet 
nevertheless, potent force that makes 
itself felt when least suspected.

She knew, like the brave 
Apostle, how "to abound and to suf- 
fer need," and whether as widow in 
straitened circumstances with noth 
ing but her own brave heart and 
willing hands between her babies and 
poverty, or as the mistress-of an ele- 
gant home, she was the same true 
Christian always. In nothing did 
the beauty of her character shi: 
forth more than Id her devotion to her 
children. The joy that brightened 
i lent a halo of glory to her 
td as she watched her distin- 
guished son win success after success, 
id by force of true worth climb to 
le of the foremost positions in his 
State. 

Mrs. Gossett was twice married and 
twico a widow. The first marriage 
was to Mr. Joseph Holt, and of this 
marriage two children were born 
to them, a daughter, afterward Mrs. 
Carrie Ventres?, who preceded her 
mother to the other shore by some 
tart, and Judge W. II. Holt, who 
survives her. Her second marriage 
was to Mr. Mathias Gossett. 

Some months since Mrs. Gossett 
had a fall and fractured a hip; since 
that time she has sulfered much. 
Somo weeks ago she was removed 
from here to the home of her son in 
Frankfort, where she ended her life. 

Mrs. Gossett was a sister to Mr. J.

A WINDOW MIRROR. 

J"ri»mimrt-nt From the Inside, but a Look- 
ing Olasn OuUl.le. 

A transparent mirror was brought 
from Geriuuny to this country ro- 
contly by a Now York Ann, and tho 
perplaxiirg properties of tbe f-'lass 
exoitod rmioh ouriosity. It was at 
onoo in donjaml for many purposes, 
and tho saino firm is now engaged 
iu importing it in largo quantitios. 
It is still a novelty, and sonic screens 
rondo of this glass have been recent- 
ly plooed on sale at ono of tho local 
stores. They .^re probably the first 
to bo viewed in this city. 

Tho ooating is plaood on ono sido 
of tho glass just tho srtmo as tho sil- 
vering on tho mirror and lias the 
snmo proportios of reflecting the rays 
of light and color. The difference, 
howover, is that when lookod at 
from the back tho coating is ontirely 
transparent. To ono sitting indoors 
tho view without is not obstructed 
in tho least, but a pedostrian peering 
into tho window or doorway is groot- 
od by his own reflection. Tho glass 
largoly in lieu of scroens 
where privacy is desired without ob- 
struction of light from theoutsidoor 
barring tho vision of those insido. It 
introduced with effoot first in a 
Now York club window. Behind it 
ho chappies could sit and oglo the 
iris and view tho passing throng 
without boing thomsolves obsorvod. 
Its use was also rosortod to in cafes, 
here it oftnrod privacy to those 
unging insido, while the latter had 
j undisturbed view of the street. 
Tho method .if scouring tbisoffeot 
is described in a rocont number ol 
The Amoricau Druggist. It is as f ol- 
io wa: 

Dissolvo one part by weight of sil- 
>r nitrate in ten parts by weight of 
water and label No. 1. Prepare an- 
other 10 per cent solution of silver 
nitrate, but in larger quantity. To 
tbis add ammonia water, drop by 
drop, stirring carefully until tho pro 
cipitato formed at first is oomplotoly 
dissolved, and label No. 2. Now add 
solution No. 1 to solution No. 2 na- 
ti] the odor of ammonia is no longer 
igniznblonnd tho liquid has again 
become very turbid. Now add 100 
parts by weight of distilled water for 
every part of silver nitrate original- 
ly usod in solution No. 2 and Alter 
until clear. Label this No. 3. Pre- 
pare a reducing solution by dissolv- 
.9 part by weight of Rochelle 
in 384 parts by woight of distill- 
ater, boil and to tho boiling so- 
lution add gradually a solution of 
thrco parts of silver nitrate in ten 
parts by woight of distilled water 
and filter when oool and labol No. 4. 
Clean the glass to be coated thor- 
ougbly, lay it on a perfectly lovol 
surfaoo in a room at a temperature 
if about dogivos C. (77 degroos F. ). 
Mix oquul parts of No. 3 (the de- 
positing fluid) and No. 4 (tho roduo- 
ing fluid) and pour over tho glass. 
The glass may, if preferred, bo dip- 
pod into the solution. Tho timo re- 
quired for tho deposition of tho layer 
of silver of just the correct thickness 
has to bo determined by tho judg- 
mt of ijio operator in oach case, 
and this may bo aided somewhat by 
obsorving a piece of white paper bo- 
low the plate of glass. When a suf- 
ficient deposit of silvor has boen 
made, and much less is roquirod than

Over More Than Ualf a Century. 

Captain J. E. Renrdou of Shawnee- 
town, Ills., owns nnd commands tht 
Jessie Wilson, an Ohio river boat. 

It was in 1835 that I made my first 
trip down tho Wabash on a keel 
boat," said tho captain. "I was only 
14 thon and was cook of tho boat. 
In thoso days wo used to float keel- 
boats and flat-boats down tho rivor 
and pull them back. A orew general 
ly consisted of 12 men, and the cook 
and captain, as well as the others, 
had to do a good deal of pulling 
somotimos. A stnko was driven in 
tho ground on tho shore above tho 
boat, if there was no treo near, and 
wo pulled oursolvos up to it with 
ropes. Before my day my father-in- 
law ownod 12 keolboats that ran 
from Pittsburg to Now Orleans, and 
it took Bix months to mako a round 
trip. I worked on the* Big Wabnsh, 
tho Little Wabash and tho Whito 
rivor. Somotimos wo used oxen in 
pulling up stream. Nor was it such 
an oasy matter to go do< 
There wore milldams, for oxnmplo, 
on the" Little Wabash at Carmi and 
Now Haven. If the water was very 
high, wo jumpod them without un- 
loading, but tho rule was to unload, 
carry tho freight below tho dam and 
jump tho dam with empty boat 
and thon reload. There wore no rail- 
roads in thoso days, and tho farmers 
of Illinois and Indiana had no other 
way of marketing thoir produce. 
Many of thorn built boats and floated 
them to Now Orleans loaded with 
sattle, bogs and vogetabh 
loat, too, was plontiful in 
thoso days. I remember ono flatboat 
that was loaded with 90 
freight, and just about half of the 
entire load consisted of 



Captain Reardon mot Lincoln, 
Clay and other prominont men be- 
foro tho war, somo of them fre- 
quently.

Ou canned goods and all sta- 
ples imported from tho States and 
other gold statidard countries, if the 
peopie here prefer them to home pro- 
ducts, of course they have to pay the 
freight, duty and gold premium. 
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that same dollar is worth 100 ceuts at 
home and buys as much of the native 
products of her soil as it ever did. 

What has teen the effect of the gold 
standard countries treating Mexico's 
dollar as bullion and refusing to re- 
ceive it excopt at bullion value (fifty- 
three cents) to-day ? It has increased 
hor exports and decreased her import 
It has placed heron a basis of indus 
trial independence. It has resulted ii 
an Influx of foreign capital to develo] 
her immense interior resources. I 
has caused manufacturing, mercau 
tile and other industrial enterprises to 
spring up all over the country, which 
have given employment to thousands 
of hitherto idle workmen and afforded 
them an opportunity to raise them- 
selves from the level of a common 
Mexican peon and make mechanics, 
machinists, engineers and skilled ar-

an average are lower, but I will prove 
toyouthatit costs him less aud that 
ho lives better. 

Tho bread In Mexico is the "tortil- 
la" made of corn. For 1 cent the la- 
borer can got three fine hot tortillas 
the size of a big American pan-cake, 
enough for a meal. This tortilla is by 
no means to be found on the table of 
the poor Alone ] but the rich and Presi- 
dent Diaz have them served regularl> 
The bean comes next. The good, 
wholesome, nutritious, brown "frjole" 
cooked In any style, the laborer can 
get all ho c«n eat for 2 cents . This is 
the potato of Mexico, and everybody 
eats them, including foreigners, and 
they wind up the meal at every hotel 
and restaurant in the city. For .i 
cents the laborer gets enough meat to 
cook a tint Bopa (soup), seasoned with 
vegetables and rice, (caldo), and after 
he has consumed that and wishes to 
be extravagant, 2 cents' worth of fruit 
will fill him up. 

Coffee and milk are as cheap as in 
the States, but the laborer prefers and 
drinks pulquo, the national drink ol 
the country, and found l»n the table of 
tho poor and rich alike. It is medi- 
cinal beverage of inestimable value In 
kidn.iy diseases . Fori cent a large 
glass and if ihe laborer feels like gel- 
ting on a spree, five glasses will put 
him to sleep for twenty-four hours. 
I'ut three glasses in front of a Mexican 
— one of pulque at 1 cent, one of beer 
3 cents and ono of champaign at 
.fl and ask him to help himself and 
take his choice, and he will jump al 
the pulque every time. He needs no 
luxuries imported front gold countries 
at 85 per cent, premium and wants 
none. Thus for 13 cents the laborer 
in Mexico can get a good wholesome 
meal and a jag thrown In, which the 
laborer couldn't get iu the States for 

lis.
